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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gerdes et al (US Patent 5,922,170) in view of Fukushima et al (US Patent 4,681 ,645). 

Gerdes discloses a hollow vibrational horn. As shown in Figs. 4-7, the horn 10 
comprises a hollow cylindrical body with inner and outer diameters 1 4 and 1 6 and 
working surface 32. See col. 3, lines 1 3-61 . 

However, Gerdes does not disclose the knurls as claimed by the applicant. 
Regarding this difference, the applicant is directed to the reference of Fukushima et al. 

Fukushima discloses a method and apparatus for ultrasonic welding. As shown 
in Fig. 1 , ultrasonic horn 1 9 cooperates with plate anvil 28 to weld portions of tube 1 1 
together. At col. 2, lines 48-54, Fukushima discloses knurls 24 on horn 19. These 
knurls allow the horn to better engage and weld the materials. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
employ knurls on the working surface of an ultrasonic horn, as taught by Fukushima et 
al, in the apparatus of Gerdes in order to allow the ultrasonic horn to better engage and 
weld the materials. In addition, it is the examiner's position that without the disclosure 
of unexpected results, the specific configurations (i.e. tapered, conical, threaded bolt, 
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etc.) claimed by the applicant are within the purview of one having ordinary skill in the 
art and would have been obvious to employ in the device of Gerdes in order to facilitate 
welding of various materials.
